therefrom  on  Market  Street,  near  Sixth  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  said  matter  was  tried  before  a  jury,  presided  over 
by  Judge  Robert  L.  Mc  Williams,  on  November  23,  24  and  25,  1942, 
and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of 
Five  Hundrec  Dollars;  and, 

WHEREAS,  two  doctors  testified  on  said  matter  that  Petrine 
Thor  suffered  a  fracture  of  her  tibia,  extending  into  the  con  - 
dyle,  and  that  the  bones  she  splintered  made    it  impossible 
for  her  to  make  a  perfect  recovery,  and  that  said  plaintiff 
still  suffers  from  said  fracture  and  has  an  instable  knee, 
which  causes  her  to  fall  on  many  occasions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  plaintiff  filed  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  on  the 
grounds  that  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  was  totally  in- 
adequate to  allow  said  plaintiff  for  such  an  injury,  and  said 
motion  for  a  new  trial  was  argued  on  December  25,  1942,  at 
4:00  P.M.  before  Judge  Mc  Williams  and  after  argument,  Judge 
Mc  Williams  ordered  a  new  trial  granted  upon  grounds  of  the 
insufficiency  of  the  amount,  unless  the  City  and  County  would 
file  a  stipulation  increasing  the  award  to  $1,0$5.00;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  Attorney's  office  believes  that  said 
stipulation  should  be  filed,  rather  than  re-try  said  cause, 
because  of  the  possibility  of  a  verdict  being  secured  in  the 
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sumof  ^2,5cO.OO  °r  over,  and  recommends  the  payment  of  said 
sum  of  £L,095»00  as  being,  a  fair,  just  and  reasonable  amount 
to  be  paid  to  Fetrine  Thor  for  a  full  release  of  all  claims 
for  damages  occurring  in  said  accident, 

NOV,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Commission  that 
the  City  Attorney  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  stip- 
ulation agreeing  to  the  Order  of  Court,  raising  said  verdict 
from  5500.OO  to  $1,095,00,  and  the  Controller  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  in  said  sum  in 
full  settlement  of  said  judgment.

RESOLVED'  That  pursuant  to  notice  of  intention  to  revise 
the  schedule  bt  rates  for  water  service  chargea  by  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  by  the  establishment  of  a  special 
rate  for  water  used  for  irrigation  of  vegetables  grown  in 
Victory  Gardens  in  San  Francisco  for  home  consumption,  hereto- 
fore published  as  is  required  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  after  public  hearing  being  held 
in    accordance  with  the  aforesaid  notice,  the  following  re- 
vision to  the  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  service 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted: 

There  shall  be  added  to  the  existing  schedule  of  rates  a 
new  section  headed: 

SPECIAL  RATES  FOR  VICTORY  GARDEN  USAGE 

Applicable  only  during  the  season  of  1943  for  water  used  with- 
in the  City  ana  County  of  San  Francisco  for  growing  vegetables 
for  home  consumption  in  Victory  Gardens"  a  special  rate 
equivalent  to  a  maximum  of  10,9  cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet, 
subject  to  the  following  limitations,  rules  and  regulations 
relative  to  the  manner  of  computing  and  applying  such  special 
rate. 

1<    The  maximum  allowance  of  water  for  such  garden  usage  to 
which  the  special  rate  will  be  applied  will  be  limited  to  the 
volume  of  water  computed  to  the  nearest  hundred  cubic  feet 
on  the  basis  of  a  two  foot  depth  over  the  actual  area  of  ground 
devoted  to  vegetable  growing,  provided,  that  such  special  rate 
will  not  be  applied  to  any  such  garden  less  than  100  square 
feet  in  area. 

2.    To  secure  benefit  of  the  special  rate,  the  consumer  must 
make  written  application  to  the  Department  for  such  special 
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rate  after  the  garden  involved  has  been  laid  out  and  planted, 
the  garden  so  planted  shall  be  measured  by  a  representative  of 
the  Department  who  shall  determine  to  the  nearest  100  cubic 
feet  the  volume  of  water  to  be  allowed  for  such  garden. 

J.    All  water  bills  will  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the 
regular  established  meter  rates,  and  the  special  rate  will  be 
provided  by  the  application  of  a  credit  to  the  regular  bill  at 
the  rate  of  15  cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet  for  the  volume  of 
water  allowed  for  victory  garden  purposes.    The  credit 
allowance  so  computed  will  be  the  total  allowance  for  the 
premises  for  the  season  and  will  be  applied  on  the  May  bill 
and  subsequent  bills  until  the  total  credit  allowance  has  been 
used  up. .  Only  one  credit  will  be  allowed  on  one  property 
during  the  season, 

4,  The  special  rate  will  apply  only  to  Victory  Gardens*'  in 
which  vegetables  are  actually  being  grown  for  home  consumption 
and  will  not  apply  to  commercial  gardens,  nor  to  properties 
outside  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

5,  Where  installation    of  a  new  service  is  required  to 
provide  water  for  the  growing  of  a  Victory  Garden:j  such  ser- 
vice will  be  considered  as  a  temporary  service  and  will  be 
installed  subject  to  all  governmental  regulations  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  applicant. 

6,  No  applications  for  the  special  garden  rate  will  be 
accepted  after  JULY   1,  1943,  anc  no  credits  will  be  applied 
after  October  1,  1943. 

7-    Where  the  use  of  the  garden  area  for  growing  vegetables 
is  abandoned  or  discontinued  during  the  season,  the  Depart- 
ment reserves  the  right  to  cease  application  of  further  credit 
allowances  to  the  consumer. 

8.  Following  is  an  explanation  anc  example  of  the  application 
of  the  special  rate: 

As  there  is,  generally,  no  feasible  method  of  separately 
measuring  the  water  used  for  ;fVictory  Gardens:?  as  against  the 
balance  of  water  used  on  the  premises,  allowance  is  made  for 
applying  water  to  a  depth  of  two  feet  over  the  garden  area, 
chargeable  at  the  special  rate.    The  regular  metered  rate  for 
domestic  use  up  to  3300  cubic  feet  is  25-9  cents  per  100  cubic 
feet,  so  by  applying  a  credit  of  15  cents  per  100  cubic  feet 
to  the  water  allowed  for  Victory  Garden1*  areas,  the  net  rate 
charged  for  such  water  will  be  10. 9  cents  per  100  cubic  feet. 

To  illustrate,  a  garden  25  feet  by  40  feet  has  an  area  of 
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1000  square  feet  and  is  entitled  to  a  two-foot  depth  of  water 
for  the  season,  on  which  basis  the  volume  of  water  allowed 
would  be  2  x  1000  -  2000  cubic  feet.    The  rate  reduction  from 
25.9  cents  to  10.9  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  is  15  cents  per 
100  cubic'  feet  so  that  the  total  credit  allowed  for  the  season 
would  be  90*15  x  2000  nA 

Too  * 

The  credit  will  be  applied  to  bills  for  regular  metered 
service  subsequent  to  my  first  until  the  total  credit  allow- 
ance has  been  made.    For  gardens  with  other  dimensions,  the 
credit  will  vary  according  to  the  total  area. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED    That  the  foregoing  revision  of  the 
schedule  of  rates  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
approval  and  when  approved  by  that  Board,  said  rates  shall  go 
into  effect  commencing  the  first  day  of  the  month  following 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

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WHEREAS*  since  the  breaking  out  of  war  between  the  United 
States  and  other  nations,  proceedings  have  been  initiated  by 
the  Navy  Department  of  the  United  States  to  permanently  ac-
